of Outbreak of the 


Volcano—Official Confirmation. 


ORT DE FRANCE (Martinique) 
May 12.—{By West Indian Cable.] 
It now seems,to be generally ad- 
mitted that about 30,000 persons lost 
their lives as a result of the outbreak 
of the Mont Pelee volcano at St. Pierre 
on Thursday last. 
Careful investigation by competent 
government officials shows that the 
earlier reports of the Associated Press 
were accurate. 
Briefly put, last Thursday morning 
the city of St. Pierre disappeared 
within ten minutes, in a whirl of fire 
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was broken, and the doomed city was 
isolated from the world. 

The American Consul at Gaudeloupe, 
Louls H. Ayme, has reached the deso- 
late spot where St. Pierre stood, and 
confirms the awful story in all its es- 
sential detials. 

From an interview with Col. Ayme, 
who is a trained American newspaper 
man, a correspondent of the Associ- 
ated Press learned the following facts: 

SUDDEN DESTRUCTION. 

Thursday morning the inhabitants of 

the city awoke to find heavy clouds 
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the evening before, did everything pos- 
sible to allay the panic. 

The British steamer Roraima reached 
St. Pierre on Thursday with ten pas- 
sengers, among whom were Mrs. 
Stokes and her three children and Mrs. 
H. J. Ince. They were watching the 
rain of ashes, when, with a frightful 
roar and terrific electric discharges, a 
tornado of fire, mud and steam swept 
down from the crater over the town 
and bay, sweeping all before it, and 
destroying the fleet of vessels at an- 
chor off the shore. There the accounts 
of the catastrophe, so far as obtain- 
able, cease. 

CHARRED CORPSES. 

Thirty thousand corpses are strewn 
about, buried in the ruins of St. Pierre, 
or else floating, gnawed by sharks, in 
the surrounding seas. Twenty-eight 
charred, half-dead human beings were 
brought here. Sixteen of them are al- 
ready dead, and only four of the whole 
number are expected to recover. The 
Associated Press steamer, chartered in 
Guadeloupe, neared Martinique at 6:30 
o'clock Sunday morning. The island, 
with its lofty hills, was hidden behind 
a huge veil of violet-colored haze. 
Enormous quantities of the wreckage 
of large and small ships and houses 
strewed the surface of the sea. Huge 
trees and human bodies, with flocks of 


sea gulls soaring above and hideous

STORIES OF SURVIVORS. 

The stories of the survivors added 
to the awful details of the particularly 
harrowing account of the loss of the 
British steamer Roraima.

From behind 
the volcanic veil came blasts of hot 
wind, mingled with others ice cold. 

At Le Precheur, five miles north of 
St. Pierre, canoes with men and women. 
frantic to get away, begged for a pas- 
sage on the steamer. 

The whole north end of the islan: 
was covered. with a silver gray coat- 
ing of ashes resembling dirty snow. 
Furious blasts of fire, ashes and mud 
ewept over the steamer, but finally 
St. Pierre was reached. 

THE BURIED CITY. 

The city of St. Pierre § stretched 
nearly two miles along the water front 
and half a mile back to a cliff at the 
base of the volcano. The houses o/ 
the richer French families were built 
of stone. 

The still smoking volcano towered 
above the ash-covered hills. The ruins 
were burning in many 
frightful odors of burned flesh filled 
the alr. 

With great difficulty a landing was 
effected. Not one house was left in- 
tact. Viscid heaps of mud. of brighter 
ashes, or piles of volcanic stones were 
seen on every side. The streets could 
hardly be traced. Here and there amid 
the rulns were heaps of corpses. Al- 
most all the faces were downward. 

In one corner twenty-two bodies, men, 
women and children, were mingied in 
one awful gnars, arms and legs pro- 
truding as the helpless beings fell in 
the last struggles of death's agony. 
Through the middle of the old Pla-e 
Rertin ran a tiny stream, the remains 
of the river. Great trees. with roots 
upward and scorched by fire, were 
strewn in every direction. Huge blocks 
and still hot stones were scattered 
about. From under one large stone 
the arm of one white woman pro- 
truded. 

Most notable was the utter silence 
and the awful, overpowering stench 
from the thousands of dead. 

VICTIMS SUFFOCATED. 
Careful inspection showed that the 
fiery stream which so completely de- 
stroyed St. Pierre must have been 
composed of poisonous gases, which In- 
stantly suffocated everyone who in- 
haled them, and of other gases burn- 
ing furiously, for nearly all the vic- 
tims had their hands covering thetr 
mouths or were in some other atti!- 
tudes, showing that they had sought re- 
Hef from suffocation. All the bodies 
were carbonized or roasted.

HOSPITAL CASES. 

In a hospital were fifteen injured per- 
sons from Carbet village, 
from St. Plerre. 

The village of Irrine, south of St. 
Pierre, was almost entirely burned, and 
almost al! the inhabitants were killed. 
One of the survivors of Irrine, who 
will die, says the sea, boiling hot, in- 
vaded the land. Six women, whose 
bodies are one solid burn, are writh- 
ing in another ward of the hospital. 
Ten women severely burned, from Ir- 
rine, were brought in, and four of 
them have died. It is doubtful if any 
of the six still alive can recover. 

The cable repair ship Grappler, was 
lest with all on board, as was the 
French vessel Tamaya. There were 
elghteen or twenty vessels in the road- 
stead at the time of the disaster. 

The British steamer Roddam had an.

horribly burned, managed to keep on 
the bridge of his vessel.

The United States Vice-Consul 
at St. Pierre, Amdee Testart, reached 
the deck of the Roddam, only to fall 
back into the sea dead, 

NO TRACE OF CONSULATE. 

Three hours’ exploration of the ruins 
of St. Pierre resulted in the finding 
of no trace of the American consulate. 
Consul Thomas T. Prentis. his wife 
and two daughters are undoubtedly 
dead. That quarter of the city is still 
a vast masse of blazing ruins. Nor 
has any trace been found James Japp, 
the British Consul. Mr. Japp had a 
large family at Pierre.

CAUSE OF CATASTROPHE. 
« The cause of the catastrophe was the 
explosion of a train of naphtha cars 
which were being switched at the 
yards. In the switching the rear car 
telescoped a car forward. The leak- 
ing naphtha ignited from a switch 
light, causing an explosion which threw 
the flames fifty feet high. Much of 
the escaping naphtha ran through 
Corks Run to Esplainborough, a dis- 
tance of one and one-half miles, and 
caused another explosion, blowing to 
atoms the Seymour Hotel and the Col- 
lins House on the river road and badly 
wrecking a frame bullding near by, in 
which were congregated 200 or more 
men from Pittsburgh and vicinity bet- 
ting on the races and ball games. Few 
of the occupants of this building es- 
caped injury, many being badly hurt. 
Mrs. Seymour and her daughter of the 
Sheridan Hotel, were seriously, and it 
is feared, fatally injured.

TORRENT OF FLAMES. 

A torrent of flames belched forth on 
either side of the track sweeping back 
the terrified spectators like a char se 
of artillery and sending a shower of 
flame over their heads, resembling 
Mont Pelee on a sal! scale. 

The scene that followed was beyond 
description. The successive explosions 
had heated the alr to such an extent 
that before the third explosion many 
were rendered unconscious Sy the ex- 
treme heat and the gaseous fumes, and 
were being carried away when the 
torrent of flame swept over th: excited 
crowd. 

There was % awful hush for a mo- 
ment.

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 
URGING RELIEF APPROPRIATION. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PAFESS—A.M.] 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The Presi- 
dent today sent the following message 
to Congress: 

To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: One of the greatectt calam- 
ities known to history has fallen on 
the neighboring isiand of Martinique. 
The Consul of the United States at 
Guadeloupe has telegraphed from Fort 
de France, under date of yesterday, 
that the disaster is complete; that the 
city of St. Pierre has ceased to exist, 
and that the American Consul and 
his family have perished. He is in- 
formed that 30,000 people haye lost 
their lives, and that 50,000 are homeless 
and hungry; that there is urgent need 
of all kinds of provisions, and that the 


and rescue is imperatively required. 
The government of France, while ex- 
pressing their thanks for the marks 
of sympathy which have reached them 
from America, inform us that Fort de 
France and the entire island of Mar- 
tinique are still threatened. They 
therefore request that for the purpose 
of rescuing the ple who are in such 
deadly perli and threatened with star- 
vation, the government of the l/nited 
States may eend as soon as possible 
the means of transporting them from 
the stricken island. The island of &t. 
Vincent, and perhaps others in that 
region are also seriously menaced by 
the calamity which has taken so ap- 
palling a form in Martinique. I have 
directed the departments of the Treas- 
ury, of War, of the Navy to take 
such measures for the relief of these 
stricken people as ilies within the exec- 
utive discretion, and I earnestly ccm- 
mend this case of unexampled disaster 
to the generous consideration of the 
Congress. For this purpose I recom- 
mend that an appropriation of %500,000 
be made, to be immediately available.

Hemenway of Indiana, the acting 
chairman of the Appropriation Commit- 
tee, secured unanimous consent for im- 
mediate consideration. The amount, he 
said, had been limited to $200,000, be- 
cause the committee was informed that 
liberal contributions were wow made 
by private parties. He specified one of 
$6000 made by a ot Mr. 
Hemenway urged the need o 
action, saying thousands might die 
through delay. The text of the substi- 
tute as presented was as followg: 

“To enable the President of the

West Indies such provisions, clothing,

“In the execution of this act the 
President is requested to ask and ob- 
tain the approval of the French gov- 
ernment, and he is hereby authorized to 
employ any vessel of the United States 
navy and to charter and employ any 
other suitable steamships or vessels.” 

SOUTHERN OPPOSITION. 

Mr. Underwood of Alabama said that 
he was opposed to the measure, and 
would vote against it. Members were 
not here, he said, to legislate upon the 
impulse of their heart strings. «He be- 
lieved it would have been more ap- 
propriate for the President of the 
United States to send a message of 
condolence to the government of 
France. 

Mr. Fitzgerald of New York sought 
to have the amount amended to $500,000, 
in accordance with the President's rec- 
ommendation, but in view of the unani- 
mous action of the committee, the 
amendment was not pressed. The bill 
was passed, 196 to 9. Those voting in 
the negative were Mesers. Burgess of 
Texas, Clayton of Alabama, Gaines of 
Tennessee, Tate of Texas, Moon of 
Tennessee, Snodgrass of Tennessee, Tate 
of Georgia, Underwood of Alabama and 
Williams of Mississippi.

TRADE WITH JAPAN. 


INTERDSTING REPORT ON IT. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—An inter- 
esting resumé of the trade of the 
United States with Japan last year is 
afforded by an extract from “Commer- 
clal Relations of 1901," made public 
today by Frederic Bmery, Chief of 
the Bureau of Foreign Commerce of the 
State Department. The inability of 
cheap labor to compete with machin- 
ery, it is stated, is shown in the fact 
that the greater part of Japan's ex- 
ports hitherto have consisted of raw 
materials, while the largest 
manufactured goods has 
yarns, which is shipped almost ex- 
clusively to China, a country noted, as 
well as Japan, for its cheap labor. One 
of the most hopeful features of the 
situation in Japan today is the recog- 
notion of this fact by her educated 
class. 

Our trade in Formosa is increasing. 
A leading merchant is laying in a 
large stock of American bicycles, and 
the government post and telegraph of- 
fices have supplied thelr messengers at 
the capital with American wheels. 
The sugar mill, which the consulate 
was instrumental in introducing from 
the United States, has so proved its 
superiority to the crude native ap- 
paratus that a large order for modern 
mills has gone to an American firm. 

In spite of the higher price of our 
flour, the Australlam product cannot 


compete with it, and this demand iu 
Japan is §6expec to increase, 
enormously, as the of this cereal 


is spreading among the people. 

The need of foreign capital is/ the 
important economic question in Japan, 
for, although the revenue is in excess 
of the expenditure. the government has 
undertaken the prosecution of many 
enterprises, whih are usually carried 
on by private capital. 

One of the principal demands of far- 
eign capital would be met by the 
sage of a law to permit alien owner- 
ship of land, and the adoption of such 
a measure is urged. With this change 
accomplished, Ja will offer an ex- 
cellent field for foreign capital in the 
hands of a judicious manager. 


WINTER WHEAT. 


BELOW AVERAGE CONDITION. 
(Bi THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Returns to 
the statistian of the Department of 
Agriculture made up to May 5, show 
the winter wheat area under cultiva- 
tion on that date to have been about 
27,108,000 acres. This is 4,868,000 acres, 
or 15.26 per cent. less than the area 
sown last fall. Of this abandonment 
Kansas reports 1,835,000 acres; Texas 
and Tennessee each 270,000 acres; In- 
diana, 205,000 acres; California, 402,000 
acres; Oklahoma, 325,000, and Pennsy!l- 
vania, Virginia, Nebraska, Kentucky 
and Washington each between 100,000 
and 20¢,000 acres. 

For the area remaining under culti- 
vation, the average condition on May 1 
was 76.4 against $4.1 on May 1, 1901;

Battle Raging in Port 
au Prince. 


Call to Arms Ends the 
Sitting of Congress. 


Vain Effort of Lawmakers to 
Elect Successor to Fresi- 
dent Sam. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M) 

PORT AU PRINCE (Hayti) May 12.— 
[By West Indian Cable.) At the 
meeting of Congress today, called to 
elect a President of the republic, the 
Minister of the Interior formally 
handed the resignation of President 
Sam to the House. A member of the 
Chamber of Deputies asked the presl- 
dent of the House to order the with- 
drawal of the strong force of troops 
which occupied the chambers. The 
president replied that the troops were 
necessary to protect Congress while 
engaged in its deliberations, and said 
that he approved of the presence of 
the military. 

The meeting, which opened at noon, 
had hardly heard the words of the 
president of the House, deciaring that 
a President of the republic was to be 
elected, when Deputy Jeanott declared 
that the Congress did not have the 
confidence of the people. This was 
followed by ories of “Viva la revolu- 
tion!” and “Aux armes!” and @ scene 
of great disorder followed, during 
which Congress was practically dis- 
solved. Shooting in the streets began 
soon afterward, and is in progress as 
this dispatch is sent.

PHILIPPINE DEBATE. 

® For several weeks the Senate of 
the United States has been “debating” 
the Philippines government bill. It 
has been a rather one-sided debate 
until very recently, the Republican 
Senators, contenting themselves with 
allowing Senators Carmack. Rawlins 
and other bolomen on the Democratic 
side of the chamber to pour out the 
vilest and most malevolent abuse of 
our men in the field, while no voice 
was raised in refutation of the slan- 
ders or in defense of our men-at- 
arms. Since the Republican Senators. 
goaded at length into breaking the 
mistaken policy of silence, took up the 
defense, the debate has certainly not 
been one-sided, nor has it been lack- 
ing in dramatic features. 

Yet, after all, it cannot truthfully 
be said that this discussion has been 
productive of any material good, ex- 
cept in so far as good has resulted in 
the refutation of Democratic false 
hoods and slanders. All the talk has 
not resulted in the changing of a sin- 


gle vote for or against the bill. There 


is no pretense that any such result Is 
expected. The Senate Filipinos have 
been gabbling merely for political ef- 
fect—in the hope that their vicious 
assaults upon our soldiers in the field 
might win for their party a few votes 
inthe forthcoming Congressional elec- 
tions. In this hope they are doomed 
to disappointment, for in all probabil- 
ity the effect will be the precise op- 
posite of what they anticipate. From 
@ political point of view, the Republi- 
can Senators would do well to let the 
Rawlinses, the Carmacks, and the 
Tillmans continue their intemperate 
harangues against the army indef- 
finitely; for such disgusting drivel as 
ihey have given utterance to is sure to 
make Republican votes in the coming 
election. 

However, this needless and alto- 
gether futile debate is consuming a 
great amount of valuable time, which 
the Senate might profitably employ in 
the transaction of legislative business 
which is of pressing importance. It 
is gratifying, therefore, to learn that 


there is some prospect that the Phil- 
ippine debate will end in the near 
future. According to a Washington 
| dispatch the Democratic members of 
the Senate Committee on Philippines 
have all given assurances that they 
“have no desire to prolong the debate 
beyond legitimate bounds.” Possibly 
they have arrived at this conclusion 
since the Republican Senators took up 
the defense and began to expose their 
false assertions. At any rate, it is re- 
assuring to learn that the opinion is 
very generally expressed by Senators 
that the bill will be brought to vote 
by the middle of next week. Inas- 
much az the debate is of no value, the 
sooner it comes to an end the better. 
The course of our government in the 
Philippines has been mapped out, and 
it will be followed to a definite and 
successful conclusion, notwithstanding 
the opposition of a few guerrillas in 
the islands, and the equally futile op- 
position of a few bushwhackers in the 
Senate of the United States. 


HEALTHY CITY. 

A short time ago, in commenting 
upon the remarkably high death rate 
of Los Angeles, as disclosed in the 
monthly reports of the Health Officer, 
we suggested that, in justice to the 
reputation of the city, it would be a 
good thing for the health authorities 
to give, with their monthly returns, 
the nativity of those who died here, 
expressing the belief that such fig- 
ures would show a large majority of 
the decedents to be people who had 
been in Los Angeles, or in California, 
for only a short time. The health 
office appears to have adopted this 
suggestion, as in the report for April, 
of which a was published in 
The Times of Thursday, particulars in 
regard to the nativity of those who 
had died are added. 

For the firat time in many months 
the number of births reported exceeds 
the number of deaths. The total num- 
ber of deaths, from all causes, during 
the month of April, was 172, or an an- 
nual rate per thousand of 14.33. This 
is not a heavy rate of mortality, but 
when we come to analyze the nativity 
of those who died, we find, as we ex- 
pected, that in doing justice to Los 
Angeles by debiting to the city only 
the deaths of those who had been in 
Los Angeles for some time, we should 
have to greatly decrease the percent- 
age. We find that, of the 172 deaths, 
only 26 were natives of the city, and 
14 of the Pacific Coast States, outside 
of the city, leaving 132 from other 
parts. Sixty-four of these had lived 
here less than three months, 6 be- 
tween three and six months, 17 less 
than one year, 18 less than five years, 
22 less than ten years, 40 over 
ten years and 6 all their lives. 
Thus, we find that 87 of these people 
had been in Los Angeles less than a 
year, probably coming here as ad- 
vanced invalids, and should not, 
therefore, properly be charged up on 
the death rate of the city. This would 
reduce the death rate one-half, or to 
about 7 per thousand, a rate which 
could probably be shown by no other 
city of equal size in the world. Even 
if we should include in the list all 
who had been in Los Angeles more 
than three months, we should have 
a death rate of only about 9 per thous- 
and. 

On examining the statistics of death 
from tuberculosis, we find a still more 
striking example of the truth that 
most of those who died here came 
from abroad. Of the forty-nine deaths 
from tuberculosis, only two were na- 
tives of this city, and three of the 
Pacific Coast States outside of the 
city, while forty-four came from other 
parts. Only twelve had lived here 
over ten years, while nineteen had 
been here less than three months. 

These statistics conclusively estab- 
lish the right of Los Angeles to boast 
of being a remarkably healthy city. 
The health office would do well to 
continue the plan of publishing, 


month by month, statistics of the na- 


tivity of people who die here. Other- 
wise, it may give some of the jaun- 
diced papers which are jealous of 
Southern California, a chance to poke 
fun at a health resort, where the 
deaths exceed the births. 


' It is usual, in the case of tremen- 
dous calamities, to find the earlier re- 
ports thereof greatly exaggerated, but 
in the later story that comes from 
Martinique the awful tale first told is 
fully confirmed, and is accompanied 
by details that harrow the soul and 
beggar the understanding. Human 
imagination cannot conceive the hor- 
ror of that awful moment, when the 
flames swept down from the crater of 
Mont Pelee, and, in one brief half 
second, destroyed the city of St. 
Pierre, and al) the inhabitants thereof, 
much as a moth is consumed in the 
blaze of a candle. It is gratifying to 
Americans to know that with charac- 
teristic promptitude, our governntent 
has been the very first to offer suc- 
cor to the few ruined and suffering 
people that may be left on the island. 
All the disasters of the past pale into 
insignificance beside this holocaust of 
the second year of the new century. 
The Times feels confident that if fur- 
ther ald for the afflicted is needed 
from the people of this great and 
prosperous country, it will be promptly 
forthcoming. 


Human nature seems to be about the 
same the world over. They have just

Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia, remembered so pleasantly by 
Americans, has inherited a castle at 
Bingen, fair Bingen-on-the-Rhine—the 
self-same Bingen about which every 
schoolboy has feeling recollections be- 
cause of the young man who “lay 
dying in Algiers,” where “there was 
lack of woman's nursing, there was 
dearth of woman's tears.” Most of 
you doubtless recall the time and 
Place where all this trouble occurred 
at an early day. 


The peace people are still parleying 
fn South Africa, but that they will 
get together shortly we may rest as- 
sured. Both sides are filled to the gul- 
let with fighting, and just which one 
of the parties to the difficulty is 
the wearler of the contest, it would 
be difficult to find out without a search 
warrant. The world will rejoice with 
both the Boers and the Britons, how- 
ever, when hostilities cease, and peace 
once more reigns upon the veldt.

bating Summer Heat.

OLD air is a stimulant and nature's 
specific for the cure of many 
obstinate disorders of the hu- 
man organism. Fevers that defy 
all the remedies of the drug 
etores are stopped by the first Octo- 
ber frosts. A large number of con- 
tagious germ diseases are limited to the 
lower altitudes. Highland resorts are 


natural sanitaria. 

“Our teamsters meet all incoming 
trains,” says the facetious manager of 
an Allegheny summer resort, “and will 
warrant the ¢afe delivery of ail con- 
signments, with one exception—no case 
of hay fever has ever reached oir 
mouniain top unbroken.” 

Artificial refrigeration can be made 
to answer the same purpose. Fifteen 
years ago Dr. Gonzales Sandoval of 
Santiago de Cuba proved by the evi- 
dence of practical tests that nineteen 
out of twenty yellow fever patients 
could be readily, cured in ice-cooled 
hospitals. 

Squire Pressnitz, the father of hy- 
dropathy, cured half a hundred differ- 
‘ent diseases by the application of cold 
“water in rome form or other, and 
varied his prescriptions from light 
sponge baths to heavy shower baths, 
but refused all compromise in point 
of temperature. 

“My remedies will make you shiver,” 
he used to say, “and I must leave it to 
your option if you would rather shiver 
in my bathrooms for a few minutes or 
in fever fits for weeks and months.” 

NEW CONSUMPTION CURE. 

Even consumption, once fatuously as- 
cribed to the influence of cold air, has 
proved more curable in North Dakota 
than in southern Mexico; tients who 
would have coughed out their lungs tn 
tropical scaside resorts actually re- 
covered in winter —_ of the upper 
Adirondacks. Dr. Jules Garnier of 
Marseilles, France, now proposes to 
cure them by the inhalation of arti- 
ficially-cooled air. The secret of his 
process says a contributor to a medical 
review, “is founded on the fact that 
human beings can survive the effect 
of inhaled air cooled to a degree that 
will destroy consumption microbes. It 
is a caseof curing disease by a direct 
removal of the cause, a ¢pecific applied 
in situ, and as easily almost as one 
could exp te the microbes of skin 
Gisease by inunctions of sulphur and 
tallow. 

Lung diseases, in fact, are more 
prevalent in the factory districts of 
southern Italy than in the paetora! re- 
— of Scandinavia, and north Scot- 

d, and .according to the unanimous

VIGOR OF NORTHERN NATIONS. 

It is aleo a most suggestive fact that 
international wars nearly always end 
with the victory of a northern nation 
over its southern neighbors. Egypt 
‘ Was vanquished by Pereia, Persia by 
Greece, Greece by Rome, Rome hy the 
barbarians of the northiand forests; 
South-Spanish Moors by North-Spanish 
Goths; all Italy absorbed by north 
Italian Savoy, all Germany bullied by 
North German Prussia, South Mongol 
Chinamen routed like sheep by North 
Mongo! Japs, and the rule is strikingly 
confirmed by the apparent exception 
of South America, where south-end re- 
publics are prospering at the expense 
of their northern neighbors. Justice. 
culture, discipline, superior tactics were 
by no means always on the side of the 
frost-land champions, but their cold- 
weather steeled vigor prevailed against 
all disadvantages. 

Is there a doubt that their pahacea 
will yet be recognized as a chief factor 
of physical prowess, and that time wil! 
verify the prophecies of Dr. Sandoval, 
who predicts an era of ice-cooled san- 
itariums, a victory of cold air and com- 
mon sense over the power of the drug 
tition? 

e instinctive appreciation of na- 
ture’s great remedy aseerts its influ- 
ence in the northward exodus of civi- 
liged nations. For the last 4000 yeare 
the centers of culture have shifted to 
higher and higher latitudes—from Be- 
nares to Memphis, Athens, Rome, Ven- 
fice, Paris, Berlin, London and Edin- 
burgh, and on our side of the Atlantic 
from the south coast of Mexico to Man- 
hattan and the shores of the great 
lakes. 

The time is near when invalids wil! 
fly to the north as they 
used to fiy to the e ating tropics. 

In the mearwhile the best of all nat- 
wral tonics can be applied without 
medical assistance by any one who con- 
siders the biessing of health worth the 
trouble of an experiment. And, like 
charity, sanitary reform ought to be- 
at home. 

UNSANITARY SUMMER CONDI- 
TIONS. 

The summer martyrdom of our large 
cities is only partiy due to the climatic 
depravity of the American continent. 
Ite main explanation can be fqund in 
the circumstance that nearly all our 
domestic arrangements tend to counter- 
act frost and make warm weather 
more insupportable. 

Ours is a winter-land civilization. For 
a long series of centuries our British, 
Teuton and Scandinavian ancestors had 
reasons to dread Skrymir, the ice de- 
mon, as the chief enemy of human hap- 
pinees. The barde of the Edda icenti- 
fied him with the evil principle. His 
tricks endangered the safety of the 
very gods. Houses served the purpose 
ef vinter forts, dismissing their refu- 

to the woods and fields ae soon as 

rd sengs heralded the return of 
epring. 

The exigencies of inioor life have 
thus led to the strange result of revers- 
Ing the order of nature and dooming 
millions of city dweliers to a maximum 
of discomfort at the very time of the 
year when the children of the wilder- 
ness celebrate life as a feetival. Sum- 
mer has, indeed, become distinctively 
the season of suicides. During the fifty 
days from the middle of July to the 
end of August, self-destruction is more 
rampant than at any other time of the 
year. Constitutions that would have 
resisted the hardships of a Kiondike 
winter succumb to the but- 


terfly season, perverted by all sorts of 
preposterous contrivances and  preju- 
dices. The superstitious dread of night 
air devours more lives than the fur- 
nace of Moloch. Sloping roofa accumu- 
late like the superstructure of a con- 
servatory, and deprive us of the texa- 
das, or housetop resorts, of our Span- 
ish-American neighbors. Kitchen fires. 
power-houses and factories raise the 
temperature of modern cities at least 
15 per cent. Animal heat broods in the 
atmosphere of crowded tenements. Our 
streets admit the vertical rays of the 
sun, but obstruct the lateral air cur- 
rents that sweep freely through the 
shady arcades of the forest. 

It might in fact be seriously ques- 
tioned if the victims of half-civilization 
do not suffer more in warm weather 
than unmitigated barbarians in mid- 
winter. 

Flight to the highlands ie the ex- 
pedient of the privileged few, but thou- 
sands of our fellow-citizens might miti- 
gate their summer afflictions by reduc- 
ing the weight of their dry goods. The 
weight, I say, for it is distressingly 
probable that conservatism will resist 
the change in patterns for long years 
to come. Dress reform may fail to 
overcome a coalition of fashion and 
fatuity, but it has been demonstrated 
that all the ideals of hygiene and eti- 
quette could be combined in a suit rep- 
resenting an aggregate weight of four- 
teen ounces. 

COOLING AIR ARTIFICIALLY. 

Absolute emancipation from the curse 
of aerophobia, the life-blighting dread 
of fresh air, would likewise help to al- 
leviate the midsummer martyrdom of 
city dwellers, but its ultimate abolieh- 
ment will depend upon the chance of 
solving the problem of artificial refrig- 
eration. 

Peeps through the keyhole of the fu- 
ture have often revealed glimpses of a 
time when airships will cross the At- 
lantic in twenty-four hours, and 
droughts will be broken by agricultura! 
sprinkling machines, but it is probable 
that long before the advent of that 
polytechnic millennium dwelling-houses 
will be cooled in summer as -ffectually 
as we now warm them in winter. Re- 
frigeration companies, with pneumatic 
contrivances and a network of pipes, 
will pump ice air to any desired part 
of the city. They will cool hotels and 
mercantile establishments, workshops, 
operahouses and schoolrooms, and at 
moderate rates, also the dwellings of 
comfort-loving citizens. 

The feasibility of that plan was 
proved forty years ago in the bullding 
of the great government arsenal of 
Toulon, France, where an enterprising 
engineer filled a basement vault with 
blocks of ice, and by means of force 
ventilators cooled some of the upstairs 
offices that had been made intolerable 
by summer heat. 

Employés of ali classes began to 
crowd those abodes of thermal luxury, 
under some pretext or other, till the di- 
rectors decided to extend the benefit of 
the invention and _ refrigerate a few 
of the main workshops. There were 
complaints, of course: old fogies 
croaked about the risk of cold draughts 
and hinted at da e sults; but a test 
vote resulted in a plurality demonstra- 
tion that made the croakere shrink 
back in affright. The Toulon plan has 
never been patented, and Is, indeeg, too 
practical to remain a national monop- 
xu. It was introduced in the Della 


ington House of Represéntatives, in 


the St. Charlies Hotel, New Orleans: in 
Pike's Cincinnati: also 
lately In Melbourne, Australia, and the 
restiessly progressive city of Budapest. 

It is a marvel that the spread of its 
popularity hae not been ten times more 
rapid, but it would be an insult to com- 
mon sense to doubt that before long 
Yankee speculators will advertise ice- 
air summer resorts and ice-air dormi- 
tories. “Fifty cents a room, temper- 
ature regulated to suit our patrons, 
anywhere from 70 to 50 deg., Fahr.”’ 

Imagine the rush of midsummer mar- 
tyrs, of insomnia victims, of health 
seekers unable to afford the expenses of 
@ vacation trip. For it ts likewise cer- 
tain that refrigeration will by and by 
be recognized as nature's panacea for 
the cure of germ discases. 

CAUSES OF HEAT PROSTRATIONS. 

More than a hundred years ago Ben- 
jamin Franklin expressed a conjecture 
that catarrhs and “‘colds’’ might be due 
to impure air rather than to the influ- 
ence of low temperature, and it has 
become at least equally probable that 
the alleged imprudence of bareheaded 
exposure to sunlight is not the chief 
cause of “sunstrokes.” 

In a warmer climate than ours the 
nature-abiding Grecks and Romans ha- 
bitually braved that riskthe year round. 
They wore helmets in war. or at least 
in actual battie, but marched bare- 
headed. and in all the cutdoor avoca- 
tions of peace relied on the protection 
of their natural head cover. So did our 
American Indians, who preserved their 
raven locks to an extreme old age, even 
in the plateau of Cumana, where the 
afternoon heat often rises to 115 deg. 
Fahr., under the canopy of a palm 
grove, and to 120 deg. in the chequered 
shade of a mesquite tree. 

And it is a suggestive fact that eun- 
strokes were almost unknown in the 
furnace citmate of northern Africa till 
foreign taskmasters bribed or bullied 
their hirelings to go to work directly 
after the principal meal of the day. 
The natives had learned by experience 
to postpone repletion to the cool of the 
evening, and to limit their noonday re- 
past toa light lunch of bread and fruit. 

The Arabs have observed that rule 
for a long series of generations, but at 


Suez the agents of the Lesseps syndi- | 


cate induced them to try the Euro- 
pean plan, and sunstrokes soon became 
frequent enough to suggest the idea of 
a sudden epideniic. 

There was nothing contagious about 
it, except the example of the day la- 
borers, who earned f.3 a day by work- 
ing through the heat of the afternoon 
and taking their noonday meals at the 
contractor's mess tent with hardly a 
quarter of an hour for siesta, though 
those contractors had at least sense 
enough to adapt their menu to the pre- 
dilections of thelr instinct-guided cus- 
tomer. They served an occasional slice 


of calt beef with their rations of dates * 


and durrha cakes, but avoided fat meat 
and all strong stimulants. 

In a colder climate nature might ac- 
cept that compromise, but our country- 
men aggravate the heat of the dog- 
days with pork fritters, and substitute 
woolen garments—often in double or 
triple layers—for the light fabrics of 
the ortentals. 

The self regulating faculty of the hu- 
man organisim would be apt to resist 
one or two of those grievances, but 
collapses under a complication of sun- 
heat, blood-heating viands and swelter- 
ing dry goods. The biood begins t& fer- 
ment, and the patient can giad to 
get off with a week of prustration and 
feverish headaches. 

“Baconstruck,” or “gravystruck,” 
would often be the right name for the 
afflictions of farm laborers, who are al- 
lowed only a few minutes of noonday 


rest, and with a handicap of undi- | 
gested food, exccesive in quantity and | 


at least unseasonabie in quality, have 
to go back plowing or mowtng in the 
biaze of the midrummer sun.

OVER AN UMBRELLA.

RS. JOSIAH PEABODY, wife of 
Deacon Peabody of the village of 
Glenville, had a remarkable um- 
brella.
